The analysis by the bfl'nnu <*f labor i 
statistics of accidents by length of ii- • I 
ability or severity of Injury bad some 
very important resuits. 
It sun found 
that some Industries and occupations 
with high accident frequency rate 
bad 
low 
severity 
rates.

hand, Industries and occupations with 
low frequency rates had high severity 
rates. 
It was further discovered that 
the fatal and more severe nechients 
w ere largely due to faulty layout of 
plants 
and

ly contributed very largely to the la 
tai accidents In (tic manufacture <>i 
Iron 
and 
steel. 
The heavy 
toil 
of 
deaths due to blast furnace accidents 
led to improvements iii construction by 
which “blow outs” wit Ii their a ccom ­ 
panying fatalities have been 
almost 
entirely eliminated. 
These Improve 
m e n u in the construction of blast fur 
naees were brought about as Iii*- result 
of the analysis of accident statistics 
and the culling of the attention of 
those responsible for tin* direction of 
Industry to the cansos of the more se ­ 
vere accidents. 


Co-Operation Necessary. 


‘‘It Is Impossible to differentiate ac­ 
curately responsibility for accident oc­ 
currence,” said Mr. Meeker,

ducible minimum.
